Frankfort, Ky. 

"My dear Sir — I have just read 
your alleged reasons for the pardon- 
ing of Verne Jomb, for the killing of 
my MB, Woodaoa Hea^. 

"Ton say the deeeas cd broke up 
.lones' home, etc. The evidence in 
this case was stcnographicully re- 
ported. You, therefore, followed your 
course ia the now famous Blai^ case 
and did^Mt read the record, or have 
misstatM it. As a matter of fact 
Jones had po home to destroy. His 
wife had been for year* unfaithful. 
This was proven beyond a doubt, as 
was also Jmies' knowledge ot her in- 
fidelity. That he had had trouble 
with other men, at divers places, 
covering practically bis entire mar- 
ried lift, WM 1^ pfovw bejtond 
diapnte. 

"In Kentueky, where life is cheap 
and disregard for law and order is 
widespread, it is refreshing to read 
as editorial like that in the Courier- 
Jenmal of August 3, eonceming 
yoar scntttMntal statenientii about 
the 'unwritten law.'

Proper spraying will innnre 
fruit that is reasonably free from 
insects and discuses. In all eases 
where the stem naturally remains 
attached to the fruit as in apples 
and pean, earn riionld be taken to 
see that the stem is not broken or 
missincr. T?ni!sinu' of fruit which is 
lo be shipped long distances to the 
place of exhibition may b« avoided 
by wrapping each specimen sepa- 
rately in paper and placing packing 
about it. 

In order to secure uniformity iu 
the exhibit all specimens in the 
plate, tray or box should be as 
closely alike in form, sise and color 
as possible. Fruit in tlie middle of 
the box or iiaekapc should be equal 
In every revpcrt to that placed on 
top, since lowering of quality be- 
neath the surface of the displny is 
usii.-illy scDvod severely. According 
to the standard of most fairs, n 
plate of apples, peaches, pears, paw- 
paws and quinces oonsists of five 
speeimens. A plate of grapes is 
made up of sive hunches. M-hilc a 
plate of plums and persimmons con- 
sists of a six-incj> plate flB ed.

Kentucky ia well represented 
among the states having high pru- 
doeing cows with 23^ animals owned 
V.y ten dfiferent dairymen included 
in nn official list of 880 .lerseys in 
tlic I'niled Stales that produced 
j more than !>() pounds of butterfat 
i during Apiiil, according to J. J. 
Hooper, head of the dairy depart- 
ment of the College of Agriculture. 
The l:st of producers is con 

taiued in the Inst number of the of- 
ficial publication of the Jersey 
breed ursociation and is prepared 
from the list of animals submitted 
by the aurricultiiral colleges of the 
country under whose direction the 
animals weia tooted. Cow testing 
work has made it possible for Ken- 
tucky dairymen to discover whi<di 
cows \ii their herds were making 
records and is laigely responsible 
for the good showiag of the State, 
Mr. Hooper said.

No positive forecast of trasinesH 
conditions during the next autumn 
monlli.'^ can be j^iveii. ^fnny of ut 
may think wn are prophclH, hot mott 
of th" wtirl'I's so callLMl 9««M hwre 
pruve<l to ho nothing but guessers. 
The good ones linve won praise for 
their farsightedness and the poor 
ones have been cursed as fools, but 
they were all "gncMert,'^ nererthe- 
Icss. 

However, the matter may be ap- 
proached with soOM. degree of eer- 
tainty, esiieoially after a carefal 

.study of all the fnct.s bearing upon 
present conditions nnd the relation 
of those facts to what is reasonably 
sure to take place in the near fu- 
ture. 

In the Hr-it place the fanner very 
naturally joined the ranks of those 
who, many months ago, suddenly 
stopped buying anythinf except 
those artiolM which nepreeented ab- 
solute necessities. 

It is not my piirpo.se to blame any 
one cltt.sft for the slow re-ndjnst- 
ment of war-time prices, or for any 
other imparity that may have pre- 
vailed. The simple truth is that 
these irregularities have prevailed; 
and without taking time to seold, the 
present job is fo ansist in'every pos- 
sible way to bring things back to 
level, to eat down the high peaks 
and elevate the low spots, so that 
lliiic may he Ifss nf n difference 
between Uving coitts and production 
reoeipte. 

The small town merchant may 
find relief in the indisputatble fact 

that the fanning!: class, which i.s the 
one that all of us must depend upon 
for prosperity, can recover more 
quickly from a bad eoonomio situ- 
otion than any other class. There 
are several pood reasons for this. 

The fanner who owns his place, 
always haj his 'plant.' No one can 
close up his shop, or bum it . down, 
or destroy it in any manner. The 
fornicr'.-< broad acres are always 
there to yield something in the way 
Mf returns, season after season, even 
if those returns are not all that may 
be desired. ' « t "i*^- 

The f.'iniior always has his job. 
It may he a har<! one, and in many 
ways unsatisfactory, but it is his 
job and he has it as long as he 
wants it The farmer is therefore, 
in business, to some extent, all the 
lime. His powers of recovery are 
accordingly better than those of 
other lines of industry. 

We must jremember too, that 
what we call "state of mind" has 
a lot to do with business conditions. 
.\nd if it be true that time heals all 
things, we are safe in saying that 
the farmer's mental condition will 
sweeten as the months go by. Put 
one fair crop season in between an 
aljiKiririal! V jiroPitablc year and a 
better year 1021-22 which we may 
safely expect, and it is reasonable 
to say that the fanner will be feel- 
ing much happier this fall. If he 
does, he will begin to bajT as he 
onoe did. 

There is no disputing fiw state- 
ment that wejjave a "buyer's mar- 
ket" among the farmers, at thib 
time, iusl a.s wc have it iu Ibe cities. 
\Vu hud u seller's market u your 
or so ago, and everybody grubbed 
everything in sight, and paid all 
sorts of fabulous prices, oml trade 
\v;n drunk. - That's it— hii.->iiii ss wa.^ 
on the biggest jambouree of its Ca- 
reer, and it was bound to wake np 
some time with a bad head. 

Then, suddenly, the buyer* took 
rhiirffc <if the sliuutioa .'lad stup 
ped speriilintr money. The city muu 
found that he could make clothes 
wout twi^a as long, and that there 
were a let of things be oould do 
without. 

And the faMiier deciiled that he 
could go for u cunsideruble BStied 
without buying macliiueijr or new 
oars, or extra hensAold eqeipaeat, 
or us many articles of wearing ap- 
fiurel as he bad been spending his 
money for. 

The esUer found that he had tu 
^<ell. Ke ens walked up and took 
goods away from him The buyer 
Itecame boss. And he ha.su't been 
bayini; bince |||tleae void. 

That is one answer — the moot iaa- 
portant one — to the preaent state of 
business. People will buy, but the 
selling effort must be more earnest, 
more intclliKcut, wore sustained.

Not being in as willing a buying 
mood as heretofore, it is only nat- 
ural that the bnyer should ignore 
the unknown, ontried, experimental 
things and stick to the products 
whose qoaUty ia p le d ge d to him in 



honest advertising. 

It is a lime when buyers must 
choose carefully; most disahmiaate 
in matters of quality, reputation of 

the manufacturer, penerni service. 
These things .'ire insured in widely 
advertised goods. 'I'hcy must be. If 
they were not, such goods oould not 
be widely advertised exoept at a loss 
lo the maker of them. 

There will be u more flexible mar- 
ket this faU— an easier market, in a 
certain measare. Bat it will be a 
bnyer'e market for a long time to 
eoiae. ' * 3 

Uatil the price of the farmer's 
shoee is oiore aeariy eomauaenrate 
with the price of the grain he now 
erows; until the purchasing power 
of his bushel of wheat or corn is 
f^reater than it^ is today, it will be 
a buyer's market as far aa the 
farmer is concerned.

Spud Seed Improvement 
Object of Fayette MiB 

Demonatrations to show bow po- 
tatoe seed stock may be improved 
by careful selection and the use of 
a seed plot have been .started hy 
three Favette county farmers, who 
are co-operating with County Agent 
W. R. Qabhert Plota varying in 
size from one-tenth to one-twentieth 
of an acre, have been planted with 
hand-.selei'tcd seed which was treat- 
ed with corrosive sublimate to con- 
trol scab, blaok aenrf and black 
le?. During the growing aeaaea un- 
desinible planta will be eliminated 
from the plots in order to have 
tubera from aaly the highest-yield- 
ing plants for seed. The choicest 
tubera will be selseted at harveatbg 
linie and saved to plant the seed 
pb)t next year. The remainder of 
tbf tuberK from the plot will be used 
to plant next year's field crop. The 
ditaiaat tatf e b«pe ta areataany 
obtain high grade seed potatoes by 
means of selection In connection 
with the plota.

Temperature Important 
h PraeMf (rf Qwraiiig 

Successful butter making largely 
depends on the temperature at which 
the ehaming is dona, aeoording to 
speeialifta fai tha dairy department 
of the College of Agrieoltnre, who 
say that a temperature of from 50 
to 60 degrees has been found best 
for summer. A tenveratnre that is 
too Ugh reealta ia a losa of some 
of tha batter fat, and soft butter 
which has poor keeping qualities. 

Butter is made succes-sfuJly at 
tha eoUega farm during all aeasons 
of the year by neaaa ef the follow- 
ing process dsaeribed ^ Ciaenlar 
No. 15: 

"The adlk ia eapamM In a ceo - 
trifngal eraam separator and the 

cream cooked to 90 degrees F., at 
which tenipcrahiro it fis held for 
eight to ten hours. If any other 
cream ia added to the eaa it ia pat 
in before the riQ[N|te|L> ptoeess 
starts. A five gallon mV^san con- 
taining the cream is then placed in 
a large double-walled ;l4ream vat 
and snrronncTed with warm water at 
a temperature of 80 degrees in the 
winter and 70 in the summer. After 
the crcnm is kept iu this warm vat 
for 18 to 24 hou(s it assumes a 
smooth, thick, glossy appearance. 
During, the souring proeeia the 
cream is stirred several times, so 
that it win sour evenly. The warm 
water is then removed from the vat 
and replaced with cool water having 
a tea meratar s of 69 degreea. The 
ia redaeed to thia tea^ratara two 
hours before churning. Before be- 
ing poured frimi the can into the 
aham the cream is thoroughly stir- 
red and all lumps strained out. 

"Either a box, barrel or hollow 
swing chom free from inside fix- 
tures, such Bs paddles or wheels is 
used. Si> artificial coIorin)» i.s ad- 
ded to the cream. Wlien the butter 
haa gathered in granules the siae 
of wheat karaala the ehnmiag is 
stopped and aa rnneh bnttermilk as 
possible driiincd out. That whi<'h re- 
mains is washed out with an amount 
of water equal the original volume 
of cream. Two waahiaga are made, 
care being takea to kfsp the butter 
in a gntnular condition. After the 
butter has been ramoved from the 
chum to a eleaa, wooden tray or 
diahpan one onnoe of salt is added 
for each pound of granular butter. 



The salt is sifted over the mass of 
butter, which is worked immediately. 
After being allowed to ataad for aa 
hour it is woifced again, in order to 
thoroughly mta the salt with the 
butter, and to aqnaeae out the last 
trace of bnttitrmilk or waA water. 
It is then printed ia aqaare bloeks 
and wraniad ia pa w ih t nt papar." 

MrrONATIC WIRCLCSS STATION 

As the wireless becomes more 
highly developed, more aad more 
«h>ea ita poaabiKtiea seem infinite. 

The U. S. Department of Com- 
merce is installing automatic wire- 
less stations in addition to whistles 
iuid horns to guide ships throngh 
lo;; and stormy weather. 

Three of these are l>eing placed at 
Ihu entrance of New York Harbor, 
according to Mr. Kimbfoagh, of Mw 
Ifnuiin-Gay Motor Co. 

"Tlie.se stations," Mr. Kimbrough 
cxpluina, "send out their signals 
continnottsly daring the fog or had 
weather. The aignala are picked up 
liy the ships by niean.^ of an instru 
raent known as a radio compas:^. 

"Just as the ordinary compass 
tcllii the pilot which direction or 
cooiae he is steering, the radio com- 
\tnsH registers the direction f^mu 
which the signal comes. 

"The captain is thvs able to avoid 
the daafteions epota maoh eaaier 
than if he depended on the sooad 
oT the reguliir fog whistle or horn, 
which would be more or lesa at the 
mercy of the wind aad other de- 
tuentc, 

"The operatiea of thia latest de- 

vehtpment in safe navigation de- 
pends greatly on Ezide Batteriee. 
which the Buteau of Standards of 
Commeree Dsa^rtanant have install- 
ed ia lia ndio atatioaaL 

"The new system is different from 
any other wireless method for this 
purpose, in that a knowted^ of the 

telegraphic code is not aaoeaaaiy, 
either by the tigfathoaaa keeper nr 
the captain of the veaad reeeiT&v 
it Any veaed eqaippad with tha 
radio eompaas caa rwaiva tha fi- 
nals. 

"Radio signals have ao far been 
installed oa Aabreae Chaaael and 
Fire Island Hghtshipe and Sea Oirt 

light houses. Other stations," Mr. 
Kimbrough says, "are to be equip- 
ped latw."
